Whi n Congress assembled in December, 
I8GI. it was obvious to every one who was 
at all willing to heed the signs of the times,

The aii.xiotis iniprry was heard every where,

eCTort to cain.iroiniso and sei^le. rei^ardle^s of 
sectional party or personal considerations, 
consultation after consultation was held. — 
The first great task was to disco'-er whether 
it tvas possible to brinir the Sjuth up to 
ground on which the North could stand. — 
Many and various were the propositions aud 
suggestions produced. But it was finally 
concluded that tbe proposition of the ven- 
erable Senator from Kentucky (Mr. Critten- 
den), was most likely to command the req- 
uisite supjiort in Congress anil before tho 
people.

All tlu- S .iithern Siinators, s ive M;'. Uavis 
and Mr. To uiibs. weru ku I'Vii to lavor the 
Criilu:aleii j r. .posi t ion . On the 2J i of Dj-, 
Ctftnber this I r .po-iiion cuno up tor coiiaid- 
eration, and ;t became necessary lor iljs rs. 
Davis aud Toombs to take their posiiious in 
regard to it, and I shall never torgat the sub- 
stance of what both sail, for I regarded j 
their course as involving the fate of thej 
compromiso. Mr. Davis said, "that for| 
hiniself the proposition would bo a bitter' 
j.ill, for he held that his coi:ttituents had 
an equal right vilh those of any other Sen- 
ator to go into tho coiiinioti 'J'erritories at:;l 
occupy and enj >y them with whatever 
might be their property at the time; buti 
nevertheless, in view of the great stake in- 
volved, if tbe Republican side would go 
for it in good faitb,he would unite with 
them." Mr. Toombs expressed nearly the 
same sentiaients and declared that his State 
would accejit the proposition as a final set- 
tlenicni. Mr. Toombs also, in open Senate, 
on the 7th of January, used the foUowins 
language:

On the 31 of January, in tho course of an 
elaborate speech, Mr. Douglas used tbe fol- 
lowing language: 

"If you of tbe Republican side are not 
willinv to accept this nor the proposition of 
the Senator from Kentucky, pjay tell us 
what you will do? I address the inquiry to 
the Republicans alone, for the reason that in 
the Committee of Thirteen, a few davs ago, 
every member from tho South inclinli^g 
those from the Cotton States, (Messrs. Davis 
and Toombs,) expressed their readiness to 
accept tho proposition of my venerable 
friend from Kentucky, as a final settlement 
of tbe controversy, if tendered and sustained 
by the Republican members. Hence the sole 
responsihiliiy of our disagreement, and the 
only difBculty iii «%be wSy of an amicable 
adjustment is with the Republican party." I 

These remarks were made, as well as I re- 
member, before a very full Senate, in the 
presence of nearly, if not quite all. the Ho- ' 
publican and Southern Senators, and no one ^ 
d ir.i to dispute the facts state 1. | 

-Mr. Pu^'h. on the 2 1 day of March, in the 
course of a very ab'e speech, remarked: j 

"Bnt suppose that Senator does promise 1 
me a vote on the Crittenden propositions; I 
have followed him for three months; I have ' 
followed my honorable friend from Ken- 
tucky (Mr. Crittenden) for three months; I 
have followed my friend, the Senator from 
Pennsylvania, (Mr. Bigler) for three months; 
I have voted with ilietn on all the^e propo- 
siti'ins .It a tiino when there were twelve 
other Senators in tlii.s chamber on whoso 
votes wo coiild rtdy; and what oatne of it 
ali? Did wo ever 2;et a vote on tlie Gritten- ' 
den propositions? Never. Did wo ever get 
a vote on the peace conference proposition^? 
Never. Did we ever got a vote on the bill 
introduced by the Senator from Pennsyl- 
vania, (Mr. Bigler) to submit these proposi- ! 
tions to a vote of tbe people? Never. They , 
were not strong enough to displace the Pa- \ 
citic Bailroad Bill, which stood here and 
defied them in the Senate for inoro than a 
month', 'i'hey were not strong enouijh to 
set aside this plun Icr l';ll v i'i ckll a tiriQ'. 
They wer.? not stron:; enough to boat a pen 
sion bill one morning. For throo long 
months have I followed the Senator and 
others, begging for a vote 90 these ques- 
tions; never can we get it — never; and now 
I am to be deluded no further; and I use 
that word delusion certainly in no unkind 
sense to my friend. 

•The Crittenden proposition has been in- 
dorsed bv tho almost unanimous v,)ia of the 
Lesislaturo of Kentucky. It has been in- 
dorsed by the Logislattiro of the noble old 
C'lmmon wealth of Virginia. It hns been 
[letitioned for bv a larger number of electors 
of the (Tniteil States than any proposition 
;hat was ever before Congress. I believe in 
my heart, to-daj', that it would carry an 
overwhelming majority of the people of my 
State; aye, sir. and of nearly every other 
State in the Union. Before the Senators 
from the State of Mississippi left this cham- 
ber, I'beard one of then, who now assumes, 
at least, to be President of the Southern 
Confederacy, propose to accept it and to 
maintain the Union If that proposition could 
receive the vote it oiij;ht to receive from the 
other side of the chamber. Therefore, of 
all your propositions, of all your amend- 
iiieiits knowing as I do, an.l knowing that 
the historian will write it down, at any time 
ijjfore the 1st of January, a two-thirJs vote . 
for the Crittenden resolutions in this cham- 
ber would have saved every Statu in the 
Union but South Carolina. Georgia would : 
bo here by her representatives, and Louisiana 
also — those two great States, which at least, 
would have broken the whole column of 
Secession." 

Mr. Douglas, at the same time said in re- 
ply : "I can confirm tho Senator's declara- 
tion that Senator Davis himself, when on 
the Committea of Thirteen, was ready at all 
times to compromise on tho Crittenden 
jiropnsition, I will go further and say that 
Mr. Toombs was also ready to do so."' 

l>at if this testimony were not in exist- 
ence at all, do we not all know that tho 
great State of Virginia indorsed this propo- 
sition and submitted it to tho other States as 
a basis of a final adjustment and permanent 
peace? It was this basis on which that 
State called for the Peace Conference which 
assembled soon thereafter. 

It W IS also indorsed by almost thounani-, 
mous vote of the Legislature of Kentucky.! 
and subspq'iently by those of Tennessee and 
North Carolina. But it is useless to add ; 
testimony. The Republican mcmhersof the : 
Senate were, against tho Crittenden proposi- ; 
tion, aud the radicals of that body were \ 
agamst any and every adjustment. When . 
tbe Peace Conference, had assembled, and \ 
there was some hope of asatixfactory settle- I 
ment, it is well known that Mr. Chandler, ' 
Mr. llarlia and others uriie l thoir respective 
Governors to send on impraclic.ible fanatics 
as C.>mmis3ioners in order to defeat a com- | 
promise. 

In what I have said I have not intended to 

extenuate or excuse the wickodness of the 
Secessionists. Bad and impolite as was the 
the policy of the Northern radical.s, it fur- 
nished no sulBcient reason for Secession, re- 
rebeliion and war; but I believed most sin- 
cerely then, as I do now, that tho acceptance 
of Mr. Crittenden's proposition by one-third 
of the Republicans in Congress, at the right 
time, would have broken down Secession iii 
nearly all the States now claiming.to be out 
of tbe Union; and it might have been ac- 
cepted without any sacrifice of honor or 
principle. So far as the common territory ; 
of the United States was concerned, it pro- ' 
posed an equitable partition, giving the, 
North about 9O0,0iX> square miles and the' 
South about 300,000. No umpire that could 
have beon selected would have given the 
North more. If, then, it was a material in- 
terest and value we were contending for, it 
gave us onr full share; if it was tbe appli- 



estate, and allonVed it in the remaining 300,- 
OfX). The Republicans, it is true, bad iust 
elected a President, and were about to take 
possession of the Governmeut; but still the 
popular vote iu tbe several States showed 
that they were over a million of votes in 
the minority of tbe electors of the United 
States. Being a million in the minority, if 
they secured the application of tbeir prin- 
ciples to tbree-foorths of all the territory, 
was that not enough? Could they not on 
that have boasted of a groat triumph? For 
a time these arguments and considerations 
seemed to have weight with the more mod- 
erate and conservative of the Republican 
Senators. Indeed at one time I had strong 
hopes of settlement But tbe radicals ral- 
lied in force, headed by Mr. Greely, and the 
current v. as soon changed. We were then 
met with the argument that the people in 
tbe election of Mr. Lincoln, had decided to 
exclude slavery from all tho territory, and 
that the members of Congress dare not at- 
tempt to reverse that ilecision. We then 
determined to 50 astop further and endeavor 
to overcome this obstacle; and it waste this 
end, after consultation with Mr. Crittenden 
and others, that I myself introduced a bill 
into the Senate providing for taking the 
sense of the people of the several States, on 
the Crittenden proposition for the direction 
of members of Congress in voting for or 
against its submission for tho ratification of 
the States, as an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion. This was an appeal to the source of 
all political power, and would have relieved 
the numbers of all serious responsibility. — 
I'he vote of the representative would have 
been in accordance with the votes of his con- 
stituents, either for or as;ainst the proposi- 
tion. 'J'bo otdy objection made was that it 
was somewhat irregular and extraordinary. 
But the same men could not make that ob- 
jection at present. Too many extraordinary 
things have since been done by their chosen 
agents.

Freeing the Slaves by Proolamation. 

The proclamation of President L'ncoln 
emancipating all tho slaves after the first of 
January next, wid probably bring into the 
field a host of negro soldiers, btit they will 
be on the side of their mastersl There is na 
use in fooling ourselves in regard to this. — 
The Southern men are masters of the blacks, 
and the extreme radical measures of tha- 
present administration have driven the poO- 
plo of the South as a miit against tne goT- 
ernment. They know how to avail tbem> 
selves of their advantage over the Wacfcs- 
and will not scruple to avail themselves of 
all means in tbeir power to resist the govern- 
ment. They will emincipato where they 
choose; they will constrain and coorca and 
cajole wherever it is neces ary; but thoy 
have tho population in their hands, and one 
way or another they will use it. 

Tho experiment is to cripple an enemy by 
abolishing slavery .and cut their own throats 
by it The negro regiment of Rhode Island, 
so often referred to, was a body of slaves 
fighting by the .side of their master, so says 
tho Provi lence J'ohI, which quotes also from 
Botta's History of tho \Var!of Independence 
of the United States, vol. 1, page 230, the 
result of an expcrinMafe upou tb« sUtm il& 
the Revolution. 

' Lord Dnnmore prodaimod martial Uwf 
tho effect of which would have been tosns* 
pend all civil authority in tbe. provioea.— 
He exhin-tert tho loyal'-ts to repair to tb« 
royal standard; to retain in their hands the 
contributions duo to the crown, as well aa 
other taxes until the establishment of peace. 
Moreover he declared fio i all slaves or ser- 
vants, black or white, provide. 1 they should 
take arms and join tiio royai troops. 

"This proclamatiou, and especially tho 
clanse concerning slaves, proved that Lord 
Dnnmore was a man extremely deficient iu 
prudence and moderation, but produced non« 
of the effects he bad expected. In tbe colo- 
nics, and even in all other conntries, an uni- 
verbal cry aro.-e against a measure wbieh 



all other efforts for settlement. Would to 
God our country was now in the condition 
it then was, and that tbe people could be 
allowed to settle the controversy for them- 
selves under the lights of eighteen months' 
experience of war and carnage, and countless 
sacrifices of national strength and character.

The Monlaiik is 200 feet long, 45 feet 
wide and nenriy i;; feet deep.

war vessels, and the captain, loader and 
sponger can perform their business without 
fearing tbe intrusive entrance of an unwel- 
come shell, in the hottest battle. There 
are five inches of iron on the hull, besides 
the asaal solid wooden frame, which is riv- 
etted and screwed none the less certainly 
because there is a shot-proof guard cover- 
ing it.
